Action of Subway Workers is 
Endorsed by the Labor 
Organizations. 


Endorsation and support was given 
to strikers on the 101st Street subway 
at a meeting of all locals affiliated 
labor organizations last night. A 
committee consisting of R. MeCreath, 
J, J. McCormack and Carl Berg, was 
formed to arrange a further mass 
meeting to be held in a local theatre 
next Sunday, if the dispute was still 
unsettled at that time. 

The following resolution was pass- 
ed at the meeting: 

“That this meeting of executive 
committees of labor organizations go 
on record as endorsing the action 
taken by the workers employed on 
the 101st Street subway in going out 
on strike, and that the whole machin- 
ery of the Edmonton Trados and La- 
bor Council for the immediate future 
be used for mobilizing the affiliated 
organizations for the purpose of rais- 
ing svfficicit money to provide shel- 
ter and food for the families of the 
men on strike.” 

It was also decided thai a commit- 
tee of ons be appointed from the 
various unlons to co-operate with 
tie Trades and Labor Council in 
carrying out this work. 

An announcement was made that 
no definite steps had yet been taken 
by the Minister of Railways in bring- 
ing the dispute to an ond, but a reply 
to messages from the Trades and La- 
bor Council was expected at any time.

TORONTO, Jan. 12—Figures is- 
sued by the Presbyterian Church As- 
sociation here tonight on the voting 
on church union show that 110 Pres- 
byterian congregations in the domin- 
jon up to the present have decided 
against entering the United Church 
of Canada.

The opposition attitude toward the 
government's tariff policy, Mr King 
said, was first ridicule and then cal- 
amity howling. “I believe,” he said, 
“it would be a mistake to let these 
calamity howlers get away with thoir 
efforts to raise fears in the minds of 
the electorate, Our country needs an 
object lesson in the effect of wise 
tariff changes and this is the time to 
give it. For the present we should 
give the changes in the tariff time to 
work out, and I believe the result wili 
show they have been wholly to the 
nation's advantage.” 

Rates Neca Consideration 
The premier held the tariff! was not 


the only problem, but though: trans-/ 


portation more .n need of soiurion, 
No one could have followed the rai- 
way commission sessions and freigat 
tate discussions before the govern- 
anent, he said, witheut concluding 
sates were dus for cons,derat.on wi 
a comprehensive manner. The mat- 
ter being beiore the courts preciuded 
his saymg enything but he éapecited 
the coming session to dea) largely 
with transportation probiems, dte- 
viewing the Question since &is party 
came into power, he cited a drop in 
operating deficit between 1920 and 
1928 and in 1923 the Grand Trunk 
earnings had changed the deficit into 
an operating profit, and total defic.ts 
had, after paying interest and fixed 
charges dropped from $74,876,318 in 
1920 to $52,779,560 tn 1923. 

As to rates, the premier said he 
considered both the Canadian Pacific 
and the National railways as both 
roads served the country. “The rates 
at which the Canadian Pacific is 
forced to carry its traffic,” he said, 
“must govern in competitive areas 
As between all parts of Canada there 
should be equality of rates, insofar 
as it is humanly possible to work 
them out by government or govern- 
ment agencies, and whatever unjust 
discrimination may exist should be 
removed in order that the channels 
of trade throughout the dominion 
may be as unfettered and free as 
human agencies can make them.” 

With reference to water routes, the 
premier deprecated monopolies, say- 
ing Canada should be protected 
against them and said the  Prit'sh 
government intends to give the mat- 
ter attention by way of fostering in- 
ter-imperial trade. = 

National unity, the premier said, in 
recurring to the immigration ques- 
tion, must be the ideal under which 
the channels of commerce must seek 
to give expression to our expension. 

Be Tolerant 

“Toleration and moderation,” con- 
tinued Mr. King, “are the safeguards 
of unity. If they are necessary In a 
subject Ike church union among 
people of the same race mostly, how 
much more @re 
preservation of national unity where 
men nnd women of (different races 
are equally concerned The idea of 
national unity, that we are all first 
and foremost Canadians, leving our 
country and devoted to its interests,

Grants are Secured 

Dealing with the proposal that the 
city take over the running of the as- 
sociation as a department of the city, 
Alderman Collisson considered ex- 


tremely unlikely that the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments would 
continue to give grants for the fur- 
tnerance of the farming and live- 
stock industries 

Alderman Collisson claimed that 
the function of the Exhibition asso- 
|clation was eductattonal, to educate 
|the farmer to the advantages of 
breeding better stock and generally 


|to elevate the standard of agriculture 
| throughout the province, and it would 
be a calamity Uf the association ceas- 
,ed to function. 

“IT do not know the reason for these 


periodic attacks on the Exhibition 
association,” declared Alderman Col- 
lisson, “but I consider that they 


should be given the quietus at once.”
